The ſon therefore finding his pa- 
trimony inadequate to the profelfion he had intended 
to follow without diminiſhing the incomevf his mo- 
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ther and his aunt, reſolved for thisrcaſuntorclinquilll 


it; yet to ſilence their importunities on the ſubjsc 


he propoſed only to change the line of it, and accord 


ingly went to Cambridge in che year 174 totake his 
Bachelor's degree.

This brought Mr. Gray acquainted with 
Lady Cobham, and furniſhed an occafion for his Long 
Story, a compoſitioniin which thediferentcoloars of | 
wit and humour are peculiarly and not leſs intimate - 
ly blended than the ſhifting hues on the ſaces of a 
diamond. The elegy havinꝑ been for ſome time pri- 
vatelytranſmitted from one hand to another, at length 
found its way into publick through The Magazine of 
Magazines. This difgraceful mode of appearance 
ſubjecded the Author to the neceſſity of exhibiting it 
under a leſs diſadvantageous form and Mr. Bentley
